WASHINGTON FORCED 
SIGNING OF AGREEMENT 


Carranza Guarantees Life 
and Property of Citizens 
and Peaceful Entry—Fed- 
eral Army to Be Dissolved. 


Vera Cruz, August 13.—The retiring 
provisional presfdent of Mexico, Fran- 
cisco Carbajal, arrived here by special 
train tonight. 


Mexico City, August 13,—A _ formal 


peace pact between the constitutionalist 
army and the federal government was 
signed late today by General Obregon, 
representing the constitutionalists, and 
Eduardo Iturbide, governor of the fed- 
eral district. 

The document forms the basis under 
which the constitutionalists will enter 
the capital. It sets forth guarantees 
of the Hfe and property of citizens of 
the capital and promises a_ peaceful 
occupation. 

The pact was drawn up at the 
quest of the state department at Wash- 
ington which informed the Brazilian 
legation here that this was necessary. 
General Carranza, chief of the consti- 
tutionalists, combated the idea of sign- 
ing any document, saying uncondi- 
tional surrender was the right of his 
conquering army. After an all-day de- 
bate over the question, however, a 
compromise was effected under which 
General Obregon signed for the con- 
stitutionalists. 

The federal forces” still occupy 
Cuautitlan. General Velasco, the former 
minister of war, who is at their head, 
tonight issued a proclamation to the 
nation saying the army would be dis- 
solved. Patriotic duty, he said, made 
this action necessary, as further fight- 
ing undoubtedly would bring on Ameri- 
can intervention. 

Carbajal Leaves Capital. 

When the inhabitants of the capi- 
tal awakened today the arsenals were 
empty, the barracks deserted and 
the provisional president of the re- 
public, as well as his cabinet, had 
vanished. Provisional President 
Francisco Carbajal left the city on 
a special train for Vera Cruz at 3:15 
a. m. He left a 


re- 


manifesto to the 
nation saying he had done his best to 
save the country from further blood- 
shed, but his peaceful overtures had 
been met by constitutionalists with 
uncompromising demands for an uncon- 
ditional surrender. 

Two paths lay before him, he said, to 
fight or to accede to the constitu- 
tionalists. Under such conditions Car- 
bajal claimed his government could no 
longer exist, and he concluded: 

“I leave the high post [I have occu- 
pied in the belief that I have fulfilled 
my duty toward my country, and I en- 
trust the lives and interests in the 
capital to the governor of the federal 
district. 

“The whole responsibility for future 
rests with the revolution, and if we 
should behold a repetition of the situa- 
tion I] am trying to end, the truth 
will be manifested once more that by 
violence society cannot be recon- 
structed.” 

President Carbajal transferred his 
authority to Eduardo Iturbide, governor 
of the federal district. 

Governor Iturbide returned to the city 
early today after an automobile trip 
to Tlalopantla, a suburb of the capital, 
where he went to arrange the details 
of capitulation. 

Preparing to Greet Rebels. 

Preparations for the reception of the 
constitutionalist army are under way. 
A committee of senators and deputies 
of the old Madero congress has been 
appointed to greet General Carranza, 
business houses have been requested to 
decorate and arrangements made for 
women to strew the path of the incom- 
ing army with towers. 

The departure of Fresident Carbajal 
and his cabinet caused no interruption 
in the life of the capital, but, for the 
first time in history, Mexico finds itse 
with neither legislative, judicial “: 
executive powers.

Senator Smith on the Situation. 

Senator Smith said a thorough iIn- 
vestigation had developed that about 
three-fourths of the usual cotton crop 
would be used in English mills and in 
the United States and Canada if trans- 
portation could be secured for it. He 
said the government was making every 
effort to provide ships, and predicted 
that within thirty days after passage 
of the pending shipping law amend- 
ment, fifty vessels would be ready for 
export commerce, under American reg- 
ister. 

“There will be a demand for.at least 
three-fourths of the cotton crop,” Sena- 
tor Smith said, “and we are taking 
steps which will insure the issuance 
of emergency currency in sufficient 
amount to care for the remainder of 
the crop.” 

Senator Smith said in case it was 
found that under the emergency cur- 
rency law, cotton warehouse receipts 
could not be used as security for cur- 
rency issues, the Ransdell amendment 
would be pressed, to specifically permit 
the use of such certificate. 

“I do not believe there is any reason 
for the extreme dread that has taken 
hold of so many of our people on this 
subject,” said Senator Smith.

Hour About to Strike f or Battle 
To Decide the Future of Europe 


London, August 13.—(11:45 p. m.)— 
The hour of the great battle which 
will have much to do with settling the 
future of Europe is appreciably nearer. 

Reports of engagements, which, when 
the main armies meet, will be .consid- 
ered insignificant, have been coming 
in all day, showing that the cavalry 
screens, sometimes accompanied by in- 
fantry whose duty it is to find out what 
is going on behind, have come into con- 
tact in northern Belgium, near Haelen, 
and on the French frontier near 
Othain. 

The meeting of these reconnoitering 
Parties in force has resulted in some 
rather severe fighting, in which, ac- 
cording to the French and Belgian offi- 
cial accounts, the allies scored suc- 
cesses. 

The other side of the story is still to 
be told, for Berlin remains silent. In 
fact, the German war office has had 
little to say since it reported the cap- 
ture of the city of Liege. The posi- 
tion around that fortress is veiled in 
something of mystery. The Germans 
have resumed their attacks on the 
forts, but how they are progressing has 


not been communicated to the acai 
world. 
Brussels had a report tonight that 


the forts had succeeded In silencing all 
the big German guns, but this is given 
little credence. It may be that, for the 
moment, the invaders have stopped 
their onslaught, either to rest or adopt 
some new means of gaining their ob- 
jects. 

Lorraine, for the present, ‘seems to 
have been left out of the fighting, 
while Alsace, like western France, is 
the scene of engagements between the 
advance guards of the main German 
and French armies. 

The Austrian army has commenced 
to move on Russian-Poland. No news 
has come from the Russo-German 
frontier, but much the same is going 
on there as in the other theaters of 
war. The German and Russian cavalry 
are busy trying to discover what the 
main armies are doing. 

The British navy now virtually has 
cleared the trade routes of German and 
Austrian ships, or has, at least, got 
them so closely watched that the ad- 
miralty advises shipowners to send out 
their vessels as usual. Ships from all 
parts of the world arrived at English 
ports today, and, what is more impor- 
tant, steamers with provisions are com- 
ing from Scandinavian ports. 


M urderous Struggle Continues 
Between Belgians and Germans

Belgian Reports Claim 


That Germans Are Being 
Repulsed With Heavy 
Losses — Barbarous Acts 
Charged to the Germans. 


Brussels. August 13.—(Via London, 
3:20 p. m.)—A Belgian official com- 
munication today says that a German

attacked and repulsed this morning 
by the Belgian ,troops. The Germans 
suffered several casualties. The Bel- 


gians captured a number of machine 
guns mounted on motor cars. 

The fighting yesterday between the 
Belgian and German armies in the vi- 
cinity of Diest lasted the entire day 
and constituted the first considerable 
battle of the war. It will be Known 
as the battle of Haelen. 

Shells were still falling at 
o'clock in the evening on the roads 
around Diest. 

German Dead Thick. 

The battle centered around Haelen, 
in the Belgian province of Limbourg, 
extending to Diest in the north of the 
province of Brabant after passing 
round Zeelhem. 

At 7 o'clock last evening all the 
country between the three towns men- 
tioned had been cleared of German 
troops except the dead and wounded, 
whd were thickly strewn about the 


fire zone. 
Upwards of 200 dead German sol- 


diers were counted in a space of 00 


yards square. 

A chureh, a brewery and some housés 
in Haelen were set afire and two 
bridges over the Demer were destroy- ! 
ed by Belgian engineers. 

Great quantities of booty were col- 
lected on the battlefield and this has 
been stacked in front of the town halt 
of Diest. Many horses also were cap- 
tured. 

The strength of the German column 
was about 5,000 men. 

Another official communication to- 
day says: 

“The Belgian cavalry division this 
morning took the offensive against the 
Germans who were defeated in yester- 
day’s battle of Haelen with the ob- 
ject, it is believed, of picking up the 
dead and wounded and collecting the 
abandoned material of war. ; 

“No German surprise was expected 
and there are no reasons to fear any 
German cavalry movements on Brus- 
sels from the south, all roads leading | 
to the capital being guarded by the| 
Belgian army and the civic guard.” 

Germans Lost 2,000 Men. 


According to Le Soir, the German 
casualties during yesterday’s fighting 
in she vicinity of Haelen totaled about 
2,000, equally divided between killed and 
wounded. The Belgian casualties are 
not precisely known, but are deciared 
to be only a few dead and wounded.

A passenger train near Warommes 
was halted by a German cavalry patrol 
and the passengers left in the open 
country, the train with its engineer be- 
ing taken towards the German lines. 
Yesterday at Tirlemont the Belgian 
lancers lost twenty-five killed, includ- 
ing Captain Knappen and Lieutenant 
Count Van DerUrch. while fighting 
against 2,000 German Uhlans. The 
latter lost 250 killed. The lancers were 
checked by machine guns, but the Bel- 


gian infantry stopped the Germans. 
Germans Killing Wounded. 


It is stated here today that the in- 
tervention of the neutral powers is to 
be asked for by the Belgian foreign 
minister through their diplomatic rep- 
resentatives in the Belgian capital in 
reference to alleged repeated viola- 
tion by the German troops in Belgium 
sof the Geneva and Hague conventions. 

M. Davignon, the Belgian foreign 
minister, has drawn up a long list of 
cases declared to be fully attested of 
the killing of the wounded, abuse of the 
white flag, the killing of civilians and 
the seizure of private and public funds. 

An official communication states that 
the forts at Liege still are holding out 
and that the Belgian troops to the west 
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of the city resumed the offensive and 
after a sharp struggle drove the Ger- 
mans back and recaptured ground that 
had been lost. 

The Belgians have blown up a num- 
ber of bridges on the railway lines in 
the German rear in the Landen district, 
fhus cutting them off from their base 
of supplies. 

German Troops Starving. 


The German troops in Belgium and 
Luxemburg are said to be starving. In 
some of the dead officers’ pockets raw 
potatoes were found, while the soldiers 
are said to have dug up unripe turnips 
and beets to eat. 

A party of French dragoons, while 
reconnoitering, came upon a strong de- 
tachment of Uhlans whom they attack- 
ed and cut to pieces, killing fifty of 
them. 

A party of 600 German prisoners ar- 
rived today at Ath, in the province of 
Hainaut. 

Many horses, belonging to the Ger- 
man Uhlans found dead in Belgian 
Limbourg, were declared, after a post- 
mortem examination, to have starved to 
death. 

Peasants report that the Germans are 
waging a war of extermination. They 
allege that the troops are firing on 
priests and are killing and wounding 
people indiscriminately. Whole vil- 
lages, according to their stories, are 
being wiped out by the invaders. 


Many German Prisoners. 


Yesterday, for the first time, German 
prisoners were seen here. They were 
young officers with spiked helmets, 
covered with brown Holland cloth to 
render them less conspicuous. The 
Belgians fight at a disadvantage, as 
they are compelled to. expose them- 
selves in their ordinary uniferms, some 
of which, especially those of the cav- 
airy, are brilliantly colored, while the 
Germans, of all rank, wear a grav fleld 
uniform, which easily melts into the 
oor and browns of roads and stubble- 
elds. 


The Belgian authoritiesare preserv- 
ing well the secret of operations of 


the military. A member of the cham- 
ber of deputies said yesterday that 
even he and his colleagues were igno- 
rant of the whereabouts of any head- 
quarters.

“The Germans came in sight about 
11 o'clock in the morning and soon the 
artillery on both sides came into ac- 
tion. The German fire had little ef- 
fect. The Belgian fire was deadly, 
even at a range of 2,000 metres, and 
played havoc with the German cavalry, 
which notwithstanding, continued to 
advance. 

“The cavalry repeatedly charged, but 
owing to hedges and hillocks, could 
attack only in small groups. The Ger- 
mans again and again hurled them- 
selves at the barricades only to be shot 
down by the deadly Belgian fire. 

“The attack on the Eetaeies span- 
ning the river was equally fierce. Ger- 
man officers urged their men to the 
attack, to meet almost certain death 
from the Belgian guns. Men and 
horses fell like flies, until, when al- 
most shattered, the order for retreat 
was given at 6 o’clock in the evening. 

“The German defeat was complete 
their loss amounting to more than one 
thousand, and they retired tn the great- 
est disorder. At nightfall they were 
mene their way hastily towards Ton-

AUSTRIANS LOSE 
10 THE RUSSIANS 


St. Petersburg Reports a 
Town Taken in Galicia. 
Also Claimed the Germans 
. Have Been Repulsed.

St. Petersburg, August 13.-—-( Via Lon- 
don, 2:45 p. m.)—~A Russian force has 
taken the town of Sokal, Austrian 
Galicia, by assault, inflicting heavy cas- 
ualties on the Austrian garrison, ac- 
cording to a semi-official announce- 
ment. . 

The Austrian garrison consisted of 
two infantry battalions, a regiment of 
lancers and a regiment of hussars. 
After dislodging them, the Russian 
cavalry pursued the Austrians across 
the river Bug and blew up two bridges 
and a viaduct. 

Several houses in Sokal, which is 45 
miles northeast of Lemborg, were set 
on fire and burned to the ground by 
the Russian troops, because civillans 
had fired from them on the attacking 
force. 

The Russians captured some military 
building material, pontoons and tele- 
graph instruments. 

According to a semi-official dispatch, 
the German troops before Kalisz, Rus- 
sian Poland, have issued a: proclama- 
tion stating that every tenth inhabitant 
of Kolisz will be shot in the event of 
further resistance. 

A mass was celebrated today at the 
Russian ministry of finance in mem- 
ory of M. Nokolof, the city treasurer of 
Kalisz, said to have been shot by the 
German troops while at his post. 

The Grand Duke  Constantinovitch 
has given the famous marble palace 
in St. Petersburg as a hogpital. 

The following official communication 
has been issued: 

“On August 10 and 11, the enemy 
made carefu! reconnaissance on the 
frontiers of the governments of Kovno 
and Suwalki. A German detachment of 
four battalions, three squadrons. of 
cavalry and eighteen cannon attacked 
Eydtkuhnen, east Prussia, but was re- 
pulsed.” 

It is stated that Grand Duke Nicholas 
Michaelovitch soon will join the active 
army and it is believed that most of 
the male members of the imperial fam- 
fly will follow his example. The Grand 
Duke Constantine has endowed a field 
hospital with fifty beds. The Grand 
Duchesses Marie and Helene have vol- 
unteered as hospital nurses.

Details of this action, the first single 
ship fight in which a British warship 
has engaged in these waters in a hun- 
dred years, were brought to Halifax 
today by H. M. S. Suffolk, the flagship 
of Rear Admiral Cradock, commanding 
the Fourth cruiser squadron.

“Following a terrible battle at Muel- 
hausen the hospital facilities proved 
absolutely inadequate to care for the 
almost incredible number of wounded. 
Not only are all the hospitals filled, 
but schools, churches and hotels are 
occupied to their capacity. Even then 
it has been found necessary to charter 
special trains to convey the wounded 
to Muelheim and St. Ludwig and other 
towns. 

“The latest estimates place the Ger- 
man losses at from eight to ten thou- 
sand. ' 

French Victory Claimed. 

London, August 13.—(12:15 p. m.)— 
A dispatch from the. French foreign 
minister issued by the French embas- 
sy here today reiterates that the French 
troops behind Muelhausen, Alsace, 
“have not retired, but have victoriously 
resisted an entire German army corps.” 

The minister adds: 

“The Belgian army and the forts 
around Liege are intact and are pre- 
pared to resist all attacks. 

“There has been no important change 
in Lorraine and there is no truth in 
the report that the Sixteenth regiment 
of French infantry was taken prisoners 
by the Germans at Briey in the de- 
partment of Meurth-et-Moselle.” 

At the end of his dispatch the French 
minister says “France is gratified by 
the attitude of America.” 

Official Report of Fighting. 


Paris, August 138.—An official report

of the fighting between the French and 
Germans in the vicinity of Pont-a¢ 
Mousson, north of Nancy, says: 

“The fighting which started on Au- 
gust 11 was continued on August 12 
under thrilling conditions for the 
French. The phase was an attack on 
two French battalions by German forces 
greatly superior in number. The two 
French battalions fell back, but being 
reinforced during the night assumed 
the offensive well supported by artil- 
lery. 

“This counter attack caused the Ger- 
mans to retreat precipitateiy, leaving 
behind them a large number of. killed, 
wounded and prisoners. 

“The Germans abandoned a battery 
of artillery, three machine guns and 
several wagon loads of ammunition. 

“The French troops followed up their 
advantage and on Wednesday a French 
battery surprised the Twenty-first Ba- 
den Dragoon regiment while the men 
were dismounted. In a few minutes 
this regiment was destroyed. 

“The effect of this double success-was 
immediately perceptible. Not only was 
the forward movement of the German 
troops stopped, but their columns fell 
back, closely followed by French. In

TO RESCUE AMERICANS 


Other Vessels Will Be Char- 
tered to Bring Home 
Stranded Tourists.

Washington, August 13.—Five army 
transports and the Panama railroad | 


steamer Christobal will be sent abroad 
as soon as they can be made ready to 
bring home Americans stranded in Fu- 
water zones. These vessels 
will accommodate 8,000 persons; sev- 
eral thousands more will be taken care 
of by ships to be chartered by diplo- 
mats at foreign ports and regular 
liners under neutral flags are expect- 
ed within the next thirty days ‘to trans- 
port 9,000. 

Secretary Garrison laid this outlook 
before the national relief board today, 
and received approval of his plan to 
dispatch government vessels. Ambas- 
sador Page, at London, reported today 
that he had authorized the chartering 
of a steamer there. Ambassador Page, 
aut Rome, is expected to get a ship with 
accommodations for 1,000 passengers. 

The five army transports to be em- 
ployed—the Sumner, Kilpatrick, Den- 
ver, City @f Macon and City of Mem- 
phis--now are at Galveston. They 
were ordered to night to Newport 
News, Va., to be outfitted. 

“It is hoped it will take only a few 
days at Newport News to complete their 
equipment,” said Secretary Garrison. 
“The ports for which they will sail has 
not been settled; it will be determined 
by the conditions found to exist at the 
time.” 

Secretary Bryan today issued a warn- 
ing to Americans against making “un- 
necessary” visits to Europe. Neutral- 
ized American citizens were especially 
urged to refrain from visiting their 
countries of origin or countries Which 
are at war therewith.

Department ot Justice to 
Investigate Increases in 
Prices of Foodstuffs. 


Washington, August ! 3.—President 


Wilson set the machinery of the fed- 


eral government in motion to deter- 
mine whether the cost of living is be- 
iné increased “upon the pretext of the 
conditions existing in Europe.” He 
called upon Attorney . General Mc- 
Reynolds to reportif criminal prosecu- 
tions were warranted, and if any new 
laws were necessary. The president 
may send a special message to congress 
in the latter event. 

“Certainly the country ought to be 
defended,” the president wrote to the 
attorney general, “if possible, against 
men who would take advantage of such 
circumstances to increase the price of 
food and the difficulties of living.” 

Attorney General McReynolds at once 
set at work the bureau of investiga- 
tion of the department of justice, with 
hundreds of agents throughout the 
country. Agents of the department of 
commerce also were started upon the 
inquiry, and Secretary Redfield con- 
ferred with Secretary Houston, of the 
department of agriculture.

Measure. to Bar Dishonest 
Deals in Cotton Futures 
Passed — Senator. Hoke 
Smith Explains Measure. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 13.—(Special.)— 
Senator Hoke Smith called up in the 
senate today the conference report on 
the cotton futures bill and secured its 
adoption. 

This measure has already been ap- 
proved by the house and will now go 
to the president for his signature. 

This act proposes to regulate the 
dealings in cotton futures on all ex- 
changes in the United States; to pro- 
vide for the standardization of “up- 
land” and “gulf’’ cottons by the de- 
partment of agriculture and requires 
that all exchanges shall recognize these 
Standards and deal in them exclusively | 
in settling contracts on cash basis the 
commercial differences that prevailed 
in five actual spot cotton markets shall 
determine the price of the different 
grades. Upon each contract which does 
not comply.with the terms of the law 
a penalty of 2 cents a pound, or $10 a 
bale, which would mean $1,000 on each 
100-bale contract is levied. 

Each future contract shall be in 
writing, give the name of the buyer 
and seller, the amount of cotton trad- 
ed in, and shall be signed by each 
party to the contract or his agent.

This 
feature of the bill is covered in the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

“That the secretary of agriculture is 
authorized, from time to time to estab- 
lish and promulgate standards of cot- 
ton by which its quality or value may 
be judged or determined, including its 
grade, length of staple, strength of 
staple, color and such other qualities, 
properties and conditions as may be 
standardized in practical form, which, 
for the purposes'of this act, shall be 
known as the ‘Official cotton standards 
of the United States,’ and to adopt, 
change, or replace the standard for 
any grade of cotton established under 
the act making appropriations for the 
department of agriculture for the fiscal 
year ending’ June 30, 1909 (thirty-fifth 
statutes-at-large, page 251), and acts 
supplementary thereto: ‘Provided, that 
any standard of any cotton established 
and promulgated under this act by the 
secretary of agriculture shall not be 
changed or replaced within a period 
less than one year from and after the 
date of the promulgation thereof by 
the secretary of agriculture; provided 
further, 

“That, subsequent to six months 
after the date section 3 of this act be- 
comes effective, no change or replace- 
of any standard of any cotton 
established and promulgated under this 
act by the secretary of agriculture 
shall become effective until after one 


‘year’s public notice thereof, which no- 


tice shall specify the date when the

Hoke Smith Explains Bill. 

Speaking of the measure, Senator 


Hoke Smith, who was a member of the 
conference committee, said: 

“The cotton exchange bill is not ex- 
actly what I wish, but it will bring 
great relief to the south.

Section 6298 of Vol. 1 of the Code of 1910, 
amended to read: 

“All persons shall be exempt 
rocess and liabilities of garnishment on 
125 per day of their daily, weekly or 
monthly wages, and on 50 per cent of the 
excess thereof, whether in the hands of 
their employers or others. All wages above 
the exemption herein provided for shall be 
subject to garnishment, and garnishee in 
making answer shal! state specifically when 
the wages therein referred to were earned 
by defendant, and whether same were 
earned as daliy, weekly or monthly wages.” 


Fraudulent Check Law. 


“To be entitled an act declaring it a mis- 
demeanor to draw and utter any check, 
draft, or order where the drawer has not 
at the time sufficient funds to meet the 
same, provided such drawer does not de- 
posit with drawee suffictent funds to meet 
the same within thirty days, providing 
punishment therefor, and for other pur- 
poses, 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enact- 
ed by authority of the same, That from and 
after the passage of this act, any person 
who shall draw and utter any check, draft, 
or order upon a bank, person, firm or cor- 
poration with which such drawee has not 
at the time sufficient funds to meet such 
check, draft or order, and shall thereby 
obtain from another money or other thing 
of value, or induce such person to post- 
pone any remedy he may have against 
such drawer, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction shall be pun-

Jones also swears that he 
never hauled ashes which contained 
coal or coke to the plant.

Mayor Woodward personally appeared 
at the plant on Friday, August 7, and 
that he ordered the teams sent away. 

Mayor Woodward explained Thursday 
night that the information he received 
wastothe effect that the ashes col- 
lected by the city for the test had been 
hauled away from the brewery plant, 
and that the pile was afterwards dis- 
covered at the plant hidden beneath 
other rubbish. 

Mayor Woodward further stated that 
the ashes were accumulated for the 
benefit of the company. He says that 
he asked the construction Cepartment 
of the city to haul the ashes from the 
brewery to the crematory.

POVERNOR SPEAKS 
TWICE ON TAX LAW 


‘Explanation of Equalization 


Act Enthusiastically Re- 
ceived by Big Crowds at 
Milledgeville and Eatonton. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—After speaking at Eatonton, 
‘Governor John M. Slaton motored to 
this city at noon today and spoke on the 
tax equalization law to the largest 
crowd that has ever gathered for a 
similar occurrence.

CARRANZA AT ODDS

Washington, August 13.—Reports of 
friction between Carranza 
and Villa, constitutionalist leaders in 
Mexico, that. reached a _  semi-climax 
when the “first chief” directed that 
ammunition consigned to Villa be held 
up at Tampico, brought a long dor- 
mant phase of the Mexican situation to 
the front today. Carranza’s sudden or- 
der to halt the ammunition was the 
first indication he had given of inter- 
ference with the reorganization of 
Villa’s army in Chihuahua. 

While Carranza’s action was not ex- 
plained in official advices to the Wash- 
ington government, yet Villa's reasons 
for his displeasure with Carranza's at- 
titude have been outlined by persons 
in Washington who have been in touch 
with him. Villa wants Carranza to re- 
tire as ‘first chief.” He insists that a 
civil instead of a military government 
be established to conduct elections 
throughout the southern republic; that 
land reforms be executed in conforma- 
tion with the Mexican constitution: 
that the federal army be dissolved, but 
that deserving officers and men be ad- 
mitted to the new army and that am- 
nesty be given to all political offenda- 
ers except those involved in the anti- 
Madero plot.
